It is 
considered an established proposition 
I that from everlasting to everlasting, 
in the heavens, upon the earth, and 
throughout the entire universe, there 
1 is constant change, growth, and im­ 
provement.

Or on this trenchant thought: 
Medieval monarchism did much to 
cramp, crib, and confine patriotic 
sentiment; y et, for selfisb ends, em­ 
ploy ed it not a little. The feudal sy s­ 
tem was not content until both baron 
and peasant y ielded tribute and fealty 
to both monarchy and country . 
After discussing the evolution of 
patriotism Mr. Yates continued: 
1 
We cannot escape the conviction 
that our republic is a grand culmina­ 
tion of this evolution. There can be 
no doubt that from the further ad­ 
vancement in governmental science 
the issue will be a model republic up­ 
on American soil, and that model re­ 
public—the grand culmination of oen- 
turies of struggling for civil, political 
and religious liberty —will 
be the 
Puited States of America, the nation 
whose fnndamentai attributes are il­ 
lustrious lineage, vast domain, roy al 
power, rare Intelligence, pure moral­ 
ity , perfect liberty , religious tolera 
tion and the glory of distinguished 
deeds. 
American patriotism is the fairest 
product of patriotic progress. The 
sublimest patriotism has not y et been 
reached. 
But the sublimest attained 
so far is the American ty pe. Numer­ 
ous civic crises have tested its capaci­ 
ty In statesmanship, in finanoe and in 
industry . And four great trials by 
battle 
have 
tested 
its 
military 
powers.

Both Dix on and Sterling Plants to Be 
Utilized at Same Time. 
John Powers, su perintendent of the 
Sterling, Dix on and Eastern Eleotric 
railway , has "cu t in" a switch at Gap 
Grov e, by which the u se or tbe same 
can be u tilized in u sing both the 
water power in Dix on and the steam 
plant in Sterling at the same time, 
withou t either plant interfering with 
the other. 
This arrangement was
